Washington, April 6.—The following 
are substantially the views of promi­ 
nent senators who think that it is inex­ 
pedient at this time to acknowledge the 
independence of Cuba: 
The recognition of the independence 
of a new government is the recognition 
of a fact, not an expression of sympa­ 
thy. 
As General Grant said, the ques­ 
tion is one not to be decided by sympa­ 
thy for nor prejudice against either 
party. 
"When a nation is recognized as 
having a seperate and independent ex- 
istanee, the recognizing nation must as­ 
sume toward the new power all the du­ 
ties aud relations that it bears to any 
other friendly power on the face of the | 
earth. 
It admits its right to govern it- ; 
self and its rights to make such alit- ; 
anoes and treaties with other nations as 
it might see fit. 
‘From the days of President Jackson 
to the present time every president of j 
the United States who has hail occasion 
to consider the subject has takeu this 
view of the public law governing the 
recognition of a new power. 
During 
the war of the rebellion the southern 
confederacy may be said to have had a 
completely organized form of govern­ 
ment—a president, congress, states with 
separate autonomy, civil law adminis­ 
tered by courts—yet this government 
protested with the utmost vigor against 
the right of other nations to recognize 
it as a separate and independent nation 
and successfully. 
Lacks V ital E eeeatlal F or Independence. 
“ No one w ill pretend to say that the 
status of the republic of Cuba has ever 
approached anything like a condition of 
perfection in the way of governmeut, 
that the southern confederacy attained. 
It has no seaports; no United States 
consul or consular agent has ever come 
in public contact with a single member 
of this government; it has not,as a mat­ 
ter ot fact, controlled the ishtud of Caba; 
it does not possess authority in a single 
city of any importance; it has no im ­ 
port nor a ship; it lacks the possession 
of almost every element that is neces­ 
sary to constitute an independent state; 
it lacks the vital essential of au inde­ 
pendent state^that of independence

The day ha* been prolific of report* of 
mediation on the part of the European 
power* lint a summary of all the news

Eurojxs cannot agree, aud that their in­ 
terference would be unacceptable to the 
government of tile United Stales. 
The safety of General Lee, our con­ 
sul. and other Americans in Cuba, is a 
matter of concern to til© state depart­ 
ment, but advice# from General Lee in­ 
dicate that the transportation of all 
Americans from Cuba would take some 
time and apparently showed that he did 
not share fully iu the apprehension felt 
here.

It is hoped here that the armistice 
proposed will be definitely drawn today 
or tomorrow. 
The Vatican authorities lost evening 
absolutely refused to furnish any infor­ 
mation relative to the despatch which 
President McKinley is said to hare sent 
to the Pope on the subject of the latter*# 
mediation with Spain, and 
in which 
the president waa represented as having 
outlined his views on the Cuban situa­ 
tion.

Prominent Senators Think Cuban 
Independence Inexpedient. 


WHAT

Government Should Re Ere* Handed In

leg**, Which Might Ile D en ied 


In Cone of Independence. 


Washington, April A—The following 
are substantially the views of promi­ 
nent senators who think that it is inex­ 
pedient at this tittie to acknowledge the 
independence of Cuba: 
••The recognition of the independence 
of a new government is the recognition 
of a fact, not an expression of sympa­ 
thy. 
As General Grout said, the ques­ 
tion is one not to be decided by sympa­ 
thy for nor prejudice against either 
party. 
When a nation is recognized as 
having a seperate and independent ex- 
lHtauce, the recognizing nation mast as- 
fume toward the new power all the du­ 
ties and relations that it bears to any 
other friendly power on the face of the 
earth. 
It admits its right to govern it­ 
self and its rights to make such alli­ 
ances and treaties with other nations as 
it might ae© fit 
“From the days of President Jackson 
to the present time every president of 
the United States who has had occasion 
to consider toe subject has taken this 
view of the public law governing the 
recognition of a new power. 
During 
the war of the rebellion the southern 
confederacy may be said to have had a 
completely organized form of govern­ 
ment—a president, congress, states with 
separate autonomy, civil law adminis­ 
tered by courts—yet this government 
protested with the utmost vigor against 
the right of other nations to recognize 
it a» a separate and independent nation 
and successfully. 
Lack* V ital EeeeuiUl F or Independence. 
“ No one will pretend to say that the 
status of the republic of Cuba has ever 
approached anything like a condition of 
perfection iu the way of govern mem, 
that the southern confederacy attained. 
It has no seaports; no United States 
consul cur consular agent has ever come 
in public contact with a single member 
of this government; it has not, as a mat­ 
ter of fact, controlled the island of Cuba; 
it does not possess authority in a single 
city of any importance; lr has no sea­ 
port nor a ship; it lacks the possession 
of almost ei cry element that is neces­ 
sary to consulate sn independent state; 
it lacks the vital essential of an inde­ 
pendent st ate# that of independence. 
“ If the United States is to intervene 
for the pacifica (iou of Cuba, it should be 
free-handed; it should not tie itself fast 
to a form of government which after­ 
ward may prove an impediment to those 
reform# which onght to be effected m 
the islaud. 
The United States ought to 
be free to insist upon such a gov era- 
aleut a» w ill be of practical advantage 
to the United States, not by way of an­ 
nexation, but iu those matters of com­ 
mercial advantage which, from the loca­ 
tion of the islaud aud the relations of 
this country to it, we ought to ex [lect. 
II we recognize the independence of this 
government now, it is free to gram us 
tho**) privileges or to (buy them to us. 
lf it denies them, when we think we 
are entitled to them. we eau ouly get 
them by the as ort iou of force, which 
certainly would he embarrassing. 
••Looking at it from the standpoint 
of our own interests aud not Iron the 
sta n d p o in t of tile in ter--pi - of those who 
are supporting the Cuban 
republic, 
every argument aud every consideration 
favors a course which w ill leave this 
government fr*e to deal with the future 
of the islaud and its interests may dic­ 
tate when the time comes. 
Of course 
there w i.l be independence in the is­ 
land. 
The re:cation of 
the Spanish 
sovereignty there is uot to be thought 
of. 
All that the people of the United 
States should consider is that it should 
go into the subject from the best vant­ 
age ground and without being handi­ 
capped aud embarrassed bv a recogni­ 
tion which is premature aud may prove 
embarrassing.”
